STATISTICS 


According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  the 
population  of  the  district  has  again  shov/n  an  increase 9  being  I9566O  as 
against  I95OIO  the  previous  year  and  I892IO  in  1965. 

Much  private  development  was  obviously  attracting  people  to  the 
district 9  and  not  unnaturally  more  interest  was  being  aroused  in  the 
need  for  social  and  recreational  facilities  in  more  attractive 
surroundings <»  An  increase  in  civic  consciousness  can  do  nothing  but  good. 

During  the  year  under  review  427  live  births  occurred^  a  decrease 
of  5  ou  the  previous  year.  4  babies  were  still  born.  Relating  these 
figures  to  the  populationj  the  adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate  is  23.9  ^ 
decrease  of  1,1  on  the  previous  year 9  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  a  decrease 
of  6.9  on  the  year  I966  to  9*0 

12  babies  died  during  their  first  year  of  life  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rats  for  the  year  of  28.0.  Of  these 9  9  occurred  within  the 
first  v/eek  and  3  under  six  months. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  (from  all  causes)  is  4  less  than  in  the 
previous  yeaxr^  being  215  und  3  more  than  in  I965  when  there  were  212 
deaths.  The  main  causes  of  death  follow  a  simMlar  pattern  to  previous 
years.  7  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungj  underlines  the  threat  to  health 
to  which  the  cigarette  smoking  male  exposes  himself.  Relating'  the  number 
of  deaths  to  the  population  as  a  whole  the  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is 
13.2  greater  by  O.4  than  in  I966.

The  personal  health  services  have  been  provided  in  the  district  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  3  through  its  Divisional  Health 
Administration  Scheme?  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.

SANITARY  CIRCmSTAI-^CES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  urban  in  character  concentrated 
chiefly  in  the  north  and  centre 9  surrounded  by  an  area  of  agricultural 
land.

69807  dwelling  houses 9  v/ith  a  population  of  I956IO  i^ersons  are 
suppliid  w/ith  water  from  public  mains,  10  houses  with  a  total  of  50 
occupants  draw  supplies  from  private  v/ells  or  springs.  These  are  situated 
in  isolated  parts  of  the  district  and  the  dwrellings  are  in  connection 
with  small  holdings  or  agricultural  land, 

102  new  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  tcvm’s  v/ater  mains, 

28  bacteriological  examinations  of  town's  water  were  made  during  the 
year9  26  satisfactory  and  2  unsatisfactory.  Investigations  were  made  by 
the  water  authority  regarding  the  unsatisfactory  samples  and  follow  up 
samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory.
